WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.— 
President Hoover’s preliminary 
conference of representatives of 
labor, industry and business and 
government to promote business 
progress will convene at the White 
House Thursday. 

The President will furnish the 
basic outline of the problems to be 
‘considered. The members will 
consider what definite steps can 
be taken for the constructive re- 
lease of capital, and absorbing any 
slackening of activity in the so- 
called luxury lines which generally 
are the first to feel the pinch in 
such conditions as have arisen re- 
cently, 

Mr. Hoover is carrying forward 
consultations, mostly by telephone, 
with leaders of the various business 
groups of the country who will be 
expected to name their own repre- 
sentatives at the conference. Con- 
sequently, he is not in position at 
this time to say precisely who will 
represent these groups. 

Representation . of states and 
municipalities jn the actual con- 
ferences ig scarcely feasible, but 
these units of government will be 
consulted during the discussions. 
The early execution of vast vol- 
umes of public works, which they 
have held in abeyance, forms one 
of the principal areas in which 
now idle capital can be employed... 


'$350,000,000 in Projects Delayed. 

The situation in this field will 
be presented by Secretary of Com- 
merce Lamont, who has been havy- 
ing made a comprehensive sur- 
vey of the field of pending public 
works in states, cities -and coun- 
jies. While this survey still is far 
from complete, sufficient informa. 
tion has been obtaned to show 
that works in the aggregate of 
$350.000,000 have-been held in 
abeyance, 

There have been several causes 


divisions of government to obtain 
attractive prices for the securites 
because of the higher interest rates 


Railways, public utilities, build- 
ings and merchant marine also 
furnish a substantial rtéserve for 
added employment of capital as 
work tn these spheres also has 
been lagging for a considerable 
length of time.

tion in the work that lies ahead, 
with the execution of the plans, so 
far as they apply to industries and 
states and municipalities, left to 
those divisions. In addition to the 
Department of Commerce being 
represented by Lamont, the Treas- 
ury, Agriculture and Labor De- 
partments will be represented by 
Secretaries Mellon, Hyde and Da-

LONDON, Nov. 16.—With the 
rain and wind of a London WNo- 
vember night sweeping around his 
little home in Westminister, T. P. 
O’Connor lay gravely ill tonight 
almost under the shadows of the 
Parliament buildings. 

A short while before midnight 
Mr. O’Connor who had lapsed into 
unconsciousness earlier was still 
unable to recognize those around 
him. He was very weak and 
seemed to be sinking. 

A septic condition in ong of 
“Tay Pay’s” legs had caused him 
to take to his bed 10 days ago. - 
The “Father- of the House = of 
Commons,” who is the “Father of 
Fleet Street” as well, seemed to be 
near the end of his remarkable 
journalistic and political career. 
His health has gradually failed 
during recent months and his pub- 
lic appearances have: beén’ rare.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Am- 
bassador Debuchi of Japan has 
laid before the Washington Gov- 
ernment the complete case which 
the Japenese delegation will put 
forward at the forthcoming naval 
conference in London in its demand 
for a ratio of 70 per cent for the 
Japanese navy. 

The Japanese decision to urge a 
10-10-7 naval ratio for the auxiliary 
ships of the American, British and 
Japanese navies, in place of the 
5-5-3 ratio established for capital 
ships at the Washington confer- 
ence, wil] be the principal matter 
for discussion when the Japanese 
delegation arrives'in Washington 
next month. 

The delegation will spend three 
and a half days in Washington on 
its way to. London, conferring with 
Secretary Stimson and other mem- 
bers of the American delegation. 
Both American and Japanese of- 
ficlals are looking forward to the 
informal conversations between 
the two delegations as of the ut- 
most importance, .providing the 
final opportunity for clearing up a 
number of outstanding problems 
concerning the American and Jap- 
anese navies before the conference 
meets Jan. 21. 

Possible U. 8. Attitude. 

While there has been no state- 
ment regarding its attitude toward 
the proposal to increase the Japa- 
nese ratio, the American Govern- 
ment is known to look upon the 
question as one which might lead 
other nations to demand an in- 
crease in their ratios. The policy 
of reduction, no matter how dras- 
tic, in naval tonnage is one to 
which both the. United States and 
Japan are firmly committed. 

The demand by Japan for an 
increased ratio is not new, since the 
Japanese delegations at both the 


, Washington arms conference and 


the tripartite conference of 1927 
urged an auxillary ship ratio of 
10-10-7. " Public sentiment in Ja- 
pan fora higher ratio has been 
growing since the Washington con- 
ference. 

Japan's case in urging the in- 
crease includes a number of argu- 
ments put forward frequently by 
other Powers for a large defensive 
strength. One is that Japan's uni- 
versal trade routes, through pos- 
session of one of the world’s larg- 
est merchant marines, makes a 
strong protective navy essential. 

Fearful of Blockade. 7 

Linked closely with this argu- 
ment is the contention that Japan, 
as a strictly island empire, could itn 
war time be shut off from food 
supplies. The nation, it is con- 
tended, is not self-sustaining, be- 
ing much in the same position in 
respect to food sources as the Brit- 
ish Isles. 

The adequate protection of the 
trade routes to China, Japan's 
neighbor, and the desirability ‘of 
a sufficient reserve light cruiser 
strength to be sent into Chinese 
waters in times of trouble is an- 
other point made by the Japanese, 
The Japanese, with large interests 
in China, «consider their navy to 
be a prime factor of protection in 
the neighboring gountry when 
troubles arise.

Relative Tonnage.

“Fortunate is that child whose 
teacher helps him to know, to ap- 
preciate his immediate environ- 
ment. Is it too much to expect 
children to appreciate the beauty 
of the great outdoors? After all. 
only a small part-of one’s educa- 
tion is got from books. How, then, 
shall we get this appreciation in 
the child’s thought—this sense of 
life’s values — so the child will 
choose wisely? Shall we expect it 
tomorrow or wien the child be- 
comes an adult? Should not this 
teaching come in every day's pro- 
gram? Our best literature is full 
of it, but somehow in our teaching 
of children, big and little, too often 
this wealth of treasure reflected in 
literature is taken by the child in 
the abstract, not tied in with his 
life experiences.

Burglar Confesses Defraud- 
ing 27 Small Banks in 
This States 
With Worthless Checks. 


A former burglar who studied 
banking methods while in prison 
and used his instruction to perfect 
a scheme whereby he swindled 27 
small banks in Missouri, Illinois 
states of $10,000 was 
captured Friday night in a round- 
up of eight men and three women. 

Five of the men are held, sus- 
pected of being fugitives from jus- 
tice. A warrant, charging carry- 
ing concealed weapons, has been 
issued against another. 

The burglar who studied.to im- 
prove is Chester Arthur Davis, 
who has served two terms-.in the 
penitentiary. He was sent to pris- 
on for forgery in 1917 and later 
was sentenced to five years in the 
Indiana State prison at Michigan 
City for burglary. There he studied 
banking and evolved a swindling 
scheme. 

Wearing a belt and climbing 
irons, he would introduce himself 
in a-small bank as a telephone 
company foreman. He would de- 
posit a worthless check for $1000 
and the next day, before it had had 
time to be cleared, would return 
to the bank and draw from $50 to 
$600 in cash “to pay off my men.” 

Davis is 25 years old, he told 
police. He has spent eight and 
one-half years in penal institutions. 

Word reached Detective Sergts. 
Thomas and Joseph Wren Friday 
night that there was something 
unusual about the comings and go- 
ings of the large number of per- 
sons who lived at 4248W Page 
boulevard. The Sergeants and their 
men surrounded the place and 
waited. 

Davis drove up in an automobile, 
stepped out and was~-taken into 
custody. In his pockets were found 
deposit books for eight banks in 
small towns about the country. 

The detectives waited, and 
shortly, another automobile ar- 
rived. One of its occupants was 
Clarence Knapp, 25-year-old for- 
mer reformatory inmate. The oth- 
er was Jesse Agee, 28 years old, 
who was carrying two revolvers 
and a pocketful of extra cartridges. 
Both were placed under guard in 
a police car. 

Within a few moments Thomas 
Knapp, 26’ years old, and Allen 
Surrell, 38, who said he lived at 
4039 Page boulevard, drove up. 
Surrell also had _ two revolvers. 
Another wait’ brought no more vis- 
itors to the house, so the detec- 
tives raided it, arresting three 
men and three women. 

At the police station all prison- 
ers except Clarence Knapp refused 
to answer questions. Knapp told 
the police of Davis’ activities, lead- 
ing to the swindler’s confession.

“I was told that, 
if I would go to St. Louis and 
register under my own name at the 
Lennox Hotel, a man would get in 
touch with me who would give me 
‘information about the robbery of 
those’ people in St. Louis Opunty.’

at the Lennox Wednesday morn- 
ing. .Thursday morning a man 
telephoned me to meetvhim at an 
appointed place.

He simply handed over 
the jewelry, with the exception of 
the one ring. I then got in touch 
with Samuel W. Fordyce, Mr. 
Johnson's lawyer, and with him I 
returned the jewelry. 


“If I disclosed the source of my 
information, it would jeopafdize 
my life and I am positive it would 
be of no assistance to the police. 
If I could help by giving any in- 
formation, I would take the risk.” 

N. J. Tierney, manager of the 
Toplis & Harding adjustment 
agency, which employs Colford. de- 
claréd that at no time during the 
negotiations were any threats 


made or payments solicited, add- 
ing that the value of the stolen 
jewelry was only $30,000, accord- 
ing to the insurance schedules, and 
not $78,500 as reported. 

Although the robbery occurred 
in St. Louis County, city police 
have been investigating on the 
theory that the robbers may have 
been St. Louis gangsters. When 
the jewels were returned, four men 
were in custody as suspects. With 
the victims unable to identify any 
of the prisoners, they were re- 
leased Friday under $20,000 bond 
each. 

Questions as to Recovery Evaded. 

Police learned that the jewels 
were back in Johnson’s hands at 
12:50 p. m. Friday, when Attorney 
Fordyce telephoned Chief of Policé 
Gerk that they had been returned 
two hours before.

FOREST PARK SEWER 
WORK NEARLY FINISHED 


City Expects to Start Rehabili- 
tation as Soon After Jan. 15 
as Weather Permits. + 


Construction work on the two 
units of the River des Peres sewer 
in Forest Park will be finished by 
the middle of January, when the 
city can proceed as soon as 
weather permits to. rehabilitate 
une affected portions of the park, 
W. W. Herner, chief sewer engi- 
neer for the city, announced yes- 
terday. 

The last section of the big con- 
crete tube in the sewer unit which 
parallels Lindel] drive in the park 
from Union drive to a point a block 
east of Skinker boulevard virtual- 
ty has been completed. This sec- 
tion is at the western end. The 
city had thought that the con- 
tractor, the W. E. Callahan Con- 
struction Co., would not finish this 
phase until Jan. 1. The only work 
remaining on this unit, which con- 
sists of a single concrete. sewer 
tube, is the back filling of or? 
in the great excavation. 

The Guthrie Construction Co., 
which has the contract for a pair 
of concrete sewer tubes across the 
east end of the park, has only 
about 100 feet more of the con- 
crete to build, at the north end of 
its job. This will be done in about 
five weeks. <A large steam shovel 
which has been used on this proj- 
ect is being dismantled. About 
two months will be required for 
back filling this excavation. The 
double tubes connect with the sin- 
gle one running west in the park 
and an old single sewer under 
Union boulevard, at a point near 
the Union boulevard entrance of 
the park. 

It is not likely that the Park 
Department will] be able to accom- 
plish much in the rehabilitation 
of Forest Park before spring, but 
at least the worst blots created 
unavoidably by the improvement 
will be wiped out during next year. 

It is expected that construction 
of the last imporfjant section of the 
River des Peres sewer, north from 
the park to the city limits near 
Skinker boulevard and Clemens 
avenue, will be started early next 
year and finished 18 months later. 

While the new sewer across the 
eastern part of the park is being 
connected with the old Union 
sewer, Lindell drive is closed to 
traffic from the cutoff east of 
Union to De Baliviere avenue. This 
blockade will be removed in about 
six weeks. In the meantime, 
traffic detours either by way of 
the cutoff, Union, Pershing ave- 
nue and De Baliviere or through 
the park. Local traffic is. per- 
mitted to enter Lindell at De Bali- 
viere.

Opposition to the proposal of

‘The Atlantic City bid of $250,-

pion than Sharkey. 

Schmeling, in the writer's opin- 
ion, is not a sure shot to beat a 
clever man like Sharkey who, de- 
spite his lack of one-punch knock- 
out power, is a skiliful, fast boxer. 
Ualess Schmeling has advanced 
since his fight with Paulino, 
he will be extreemly puzzled as to 
how to land on Sharkey effectively. 

In any case, the heavyweight sit-

~~ new phase has been reached 
‘in the current movement to com- 
bine governmental functions of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County for the 
benefit of the metropolitan area. 

A council on metropolitan gov- 
ernment will be organized at @& 
juncheon of the City and County 
Metropolitan Development Com- 
mittee at the City Club on Tuesday. 
Through the council, public dis- 
-cussion of the movement by civic 
and business leaders of the city and 
eounty, and by organizations, will 
be sought. The council will look 
for suggestions regarding the 
means of merging the governments 
of the two political units and the 
extent which citizens feel the mer- 
ger should have. 

The preliminary fact-finding 
work as the basis of the plan to 
be proposed is virtually finished. 
It was begun last summer, with the 
aid of various civic and private 
agencies. The Metropolitan De- 
velopment Committee was formed 
by the Chambers of Commerce of 
the city and county, which are 
sponsoring the movement. It em- 
ployed Prof. Thomas H. Reed of 
the University of Michigan, an au- 
thority on municipal government, 
to devise the plan. 

Prof. Reed Preparing Pian. 

Prof, Reed has been studying 
the situation, but has not, however, 
determined the genera] nature of 
his plan, and is anxious to have a 
thorough public discussion now. 

Representatives of all sections 
and all interests in the community 
will be invited to join the Council 
on Metropolitan Government. It 
is likely that committees of the 
council will be formed to consider 
. yarious phases for a new and mod- 
ern government for the region.

ORDS and phrases derive their impor- 

tance from the atmosphere of opinion in 

which they are breathed. The finest 
sentiments expressed in the happiest terms 
will be inaudible without the sounding board 
of human consciousness. A broadcast mes- 
sage, however important, however powerfully 
launched, only agitates the ether idly, unless 
millions of individual instruments are attuned 
to receive it. The moments when nations can 
speak to one another occur only at irregular 
and infrequent intervals. Such moments 
are precious but also fleeting. They must 
not be wasted. ; 

Mr. Ramsay MacDonald’s visit to the 
United States was fortunate in striking one 
of those periods when all the latent friendli- 
ness of the American people for the British 
Empire was awake and alert. A wave of good 
will, welling from mysterious depths, has 
swept across the continent. A keen, intense, 
and self-surprising glance of recognition of 
kinship, of comradeship, of identification, 
has flashed across the Atlantic to catch or 
light ‘of other eyes. 
What manner of men are we, what language 
do we speak, what laws do we follow, what 
books do we read, what tests do we apply to 


the problems of daily life, what songs do we | 


sing, what jokes do we laugh at, what sports 
do we pursue? And the answer, at once obvi- 
ous and wonderful, “They are the same,” 
grips, be it only with a momentary thrill, the 
hearts of vast communities. The sharp real- 
ization of all we have in common is the 
dominant fact of the hour, and is only more 
remarkable and pregnant because it springs 
from nothing new or previously unknown. 

Many events and causes have contributed to 
produce this situation. First among them all 
are the associations of the great war, where 
for the first time after so many generations 
of severauce all the English-speaking peoples 
found themselves in a common line of battle. 
When on July 4, 1918, at Villers-Bretonneaux, 
British, Australian and United States troops 
advanced together against the enemy, and 
when later in the year the Second American 
Army Corps played a noteworthy part in 
Haig’s forcing of the Himdenburg line, new 
martial episodes superimposed themselves 
upon the sombre records of the past, and for 
the first fime for a hundred and fifty years 
the two kindred nations had history to write 
in common. Apart from association in the 
field valuable new ties were established be- 
tween individuals throughout the wide spheres 
ef munition supply, war-finance, and diplo- 
macy. 


New American Outlook 


Toward Great Britain. 


But of even greater practical force is the 
removal from American politics of the Irish 
question. The siow, virulent poison distilled 
against Great Britain for more than a cen- 
tury has suddenly exhausted itself. The great 
mass of irishmen in the United States are 
strong supporters of the Irish Free State. 
They have accepted the Irish treaty as a full 
and lasting settlement. They have gladly 
absorbed themselves in the general issues of 
American politics and in an expanding pros- 
perity. The professional hate manufacturer 
is at a loss to find either the patrons or the 
materials for his wares. The polities of a 
bandred cities have been simultaneously free 
from an element of jarring and extraneous 
bias. A purely American outiook has .super- 
seded and overridden this dismal particular. 
ism. The change has been widespread and 
swift, and its consequences are unceasing. 

The merging of the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
in the wider Four Power Pact, governing the. 
Pacific removed a potential source of sus- 
picion, which though unfounded in fact, was 
capable of being misunderstood by friends 
and misrepresented by ili wishers. 

Lastly, there is the settlement of the debt. 
Whatever we, in England, may fee! about the 
broad equities of that transaction, and what- 
ever controversies may have arisen upon it, 
it has certainly produced a profound impres-.

Speaking with the ease of a well trained par- 
liamentarian with that complete command of 
agreeable and hopeful generalities in which 
he ex » and guided at every footstep by 
extremely competent Foreign Office advice, 
the Prime Minister discharged his important 
and opportune mission with high distinction 
and complete success. Nothing was settied 
and nothing could be settied; but understand- 
ings were established and an atmosphere 
created most favorable to the grave discus- 
sions which the new year will inaugurate.

of commissary trucks. And to be con- 
sistent, he would not dare throw shells 
among noncombatants. The result 
would be that the only casualties among 
the defenders would be those occasioned 
by disease and old age. 

The truth is that when a nation's lib- 
erties are at stake, when it is a question 
of life or death, a food blockade will 
continue to be enforced whenever possi- 
ble. Nor is a food blockade a whit more 
cruel to noncombatants than some other 
forms of modern warfare, such as bomb- 
ing a city from the skies or raining down 
upon it deadly gases. 

However, as the greatest exporter of 
food stuffs we can well afford a pious 
plea for their immunity but our past 
record shows that in our Civil War we 
applied the most drastic forms of block- 
ade to seal the Southern ports and in 
the recent struggle, after inviting war 
with England over the seizure of our 
food ships, we afterwards, as a bellig- 
erent, co-operated most vigorously to en- 
force a food blockade against the Central 
Powers.

Mr. Heintz Explains His Criticism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
BEG leave to correct a misapprehen- 


sion which exists, at least I judge so 
from J. V.’s letter of Nov. 9, with regard 
to my criticism of Stravinsky’s “Sacre 
du Printemps.” 

No doubt it is true that the arguments 
I used have been used “‘against the pro- 
ductions of almost every artist whose 
work is now accepted as classical,” but 
is it not equally true that the music of 
such innovators as Mozart, Beethoven, 
Wagner and Richard Strauss prevailed 
ever criticism because these composers, 
for the most part, followed a course 
which has recently been re-emphasized 
by Rachmaninoff, namely, that melodic 
beauty is the basis of all music?, 

Here lay the essential core of my criti- 
cism—that Stravinsky had _ sacrificed 
melodic beauty to orchestral effects. I 
do not mean to say that art cannot be 
ugly. Those sculptures of Mestrovic, 
which were on exhibition at the Art Mu- 
seum a few years back, surely come 
within the realm of art. Hideous and 
ugly as they were, they did not repel 
one, rather they fascinated the imagina- 
tion and compelled admiration for the 
sculptor’s genius for the accentuation of 
human passion. 

But can musical art be ugly? I doubt 
it. In “Ein MHeldesleben,”’ Richard 
Strauss, to denote his contempt for his 
critics, writes some of the ugliest mu- 
sic ever set down on paper, and the re- 
sult to the hearer is not admiration, but 
a feeling of certainty that for once the 
Nictzschean superman has over-reached 
himself; that he has transgressed the 
limits of his art. In other words, art is 
the master of the individual, not vice 
versa. Wagner made no such mistake, 
for in the “Metstersinger” he pokes 
contempt at his critics with music that 
is actually whistleable. 

J. V.'s contention that the “Sacre du 
Printemps” possesses a historic interest 
ig quite true; also, it is clearly the duty 
of a modern orchestra leader to give new 
music a hearing. but such contentions 
are beside the point contained in my 
letter, which was an attempt to judge it 
as music in the naked significance of the 
word, because it is by this test, and not 
by any transitional vaiue or historic sig- 
nificance which it may possess, that a 
composition will ultimately be judged. 

I understand from Mr. Stokowsky’s 
eulogy that what he meant was the Stra- 
vinsky number will be able to meet this 
vitimate test. Hence my criticiam, which 
was in effect, that the composition ex- 
hibited a cramped style, devoid of that 
freedom which melodic inventiveness 
would have given to it and for the lack 
of which no ingenuity and cleverness of 
orchestration could atone, If Mr. Stekow- 
sky was merely referring to ite transi- 
tional value my criticism was entirely 
Unealled for. I trust I have made my- 
self clear.

No intelligent citizen connects the tariff situation 
at Washington with the market crash. What every 
intelligent citizen ought to know is the Senate 
coalition is doing what the Repubfican party prom- 
ised to do in its platform and campaign pledges— 
that is is trying to do the very thing which Mr. Hoo 
ver convened Congress in extraordinary session to 
do. Indeed, thé Senate coalition is trying to do 
what the public opinion and conscience of the Amer- 
ican people have long demanded, and are now expect- 
ing it to do—justice for the country’s basic industry, 
which has been fighting for a bare living while man- 
ufacturing, financiering and merchandising America 
has enjoyed unparalleled prosperity. 7 

We do not believe that any man of consequence 
will assume to say that a prosperous agricultural 
America is incompatible with a prosperous industrial 
America. If that were a sound economic postulate 
then we should all be obliged to face the stern ne 
cessity of a drastic readjustment. For there can be 
no mistaking the temper and determination of the 
American farmer to participate in the country’s 
plenty. Nor can any informed citizen doubt that 
American public sentiment as a whole indorses the 
farmer’s demand and approves the efforts of the 
Senate coalition to comply with that demand. No 
other concept is thinkable. 

Yet a new order is in the making. That is the 
significance of what is transpiring in Washington. 
The day of the Grundys is passing. Industry can no 
longer exclusively enjoy the special privileges it has 
received from the tariff. Cerfainly it cannot monopo- 
lize those advantages with the silent consent of pub- 
lic opinion. Industry is entitled to whatever pro- 
tection it requires. ‘There can be no intelligent di- 
vision of opinion on that point. There is no longer 
a traditional or political division of opinion on it. 
The Democratic candidate for President last year com- 
mitted his party to the principle of protection fairly 
applied when he declared by no act of his admin- 
istration would the prosperity of any enterprise or 
any individual be jeopardized. 

Opinion differs, to be sure, as to the fair applica- 
tion \of the protective principle. That is the issue 
before the Senate today. ‘The coalition Senators in- 
sist upon extending the principle of protection to 
the farmer by such means and machinery as are 
needed. Those Senators frankly condemn and op- 
pose the rapacity of industries which, having pros- 
pered enormously under the present rates, have come 
before Congress seeking higher duties for still great- 
er profits. te 

It is that way lies danger. No economic expert has 
to be consulted.to tell us there is a limit to the Amer- 
ican consumer’s capacity to pay. No expert of any 
school has to be consulted to tell us that the country 
cannot continue to go on indefinitely half prosperous 
and half poverty stricken. The farmer cannot go on 
forever getting poorer and poorer while the chosen 
beneficiaries of the tariff wax richer and richer. 
There is dynamite in that disequilibrium—dynamite 
enough evertually to cause an explosion which would 
dwarf the present market debacle to a comparative 
flurry. 

Mr. Grundy has expounded the philosophy of spe- 
cial privilege in unforgettable candor. He and the 
interests he speaks for see in the agricultural protest 
only “backward states,” an inferior people, whose 
representatives in Washington should sit meekly in 
the presence, saying an humble amen to the ruthtTéss 
litany of industrial greed. The Grundys are the 
Bourbons from whom the banker and the business 
man and all the rest of us should pray to be de- 
livered. . 

That is precisely what the Senate coalition is 
undertaking to do-—to deliver us from an avarice 
which, unless restrained, would plunge us at last 
into disaster. 
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HIGH PRESSURE SALESMANSHIP. 


That was an unusual robber who held up a Chicago 
shoe store with two clerks present and, before escap- 
ing with his loot, paused long enough to sell a pair 
of slippers to a woman customer. But a rare type 
of woman customer was involved in the case too, 
and all the credit for this exciting event should not 
go to the robber. A quick getaway is necessary for 
the successful holdup man, even in Chicago, and 
this robber would scarcely have stayed around long 
enough to close the sale if his customer had been 
of the ordinary kind. By the time he had hunted 
around for something in just a little lighter shade 
and a half size smaller in a higher heel with a dif- 
ferent styled toe trimmed in snake skin instead of. 
patent leather and a dollar cheaper, the police 
would have had him fast. This customer, however, 
apparently knew what she wanted, told the truth 
about her size, and got out.

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AFGHANISTAN GOES DRY. 


Nadir Khan, Afghanistan’s fourth King in a year, 
is a man unafraid The trouble in the Balkans of 
the Himalayas started over western reforms intro 
duced by Amanullah Khan, and that crusader now 
is pining. in exile. Unwarned by his predecessor’s 
fate, Nadir Khan has issued an ambitious program 
of reform, which includes probibition of intoxicating 
liquors. It takes sublime faith to launch such a pro 
gram, and the sublime faith possessed by Nadir Khan 
is clearly shown by what he pfoposes to do about em- 
bezzlers. To cure this evil of officialdom, the Emir 
will have every jobholder take an oath on the Koran 
not to embezzie. 

Prohibition undoubtedly has a good chance to suc- 
ceed in Afghanistan. Not only do the authorities 
have the Koran to back them up, but in that country 
criminals are still boiled in oil, shot from cannon 
and perforated by firing squads. Prejudice against 
such punishments in this country keeps the reform- 


ers from attaining their “object all sublime.” Fin- 


People starved in the World War, and Mr. Hoover, 
who saw whole cities of famished noncombatants, 
cannot forget. ht : 

“For many years, born’ of a poignant personal ex- 
perience,” we find him saying in his Armistice day 
address, “I have held that food ghips should be made 
free of any interference in times of war. I would 
place all vessels laden solely with food supplies on 
the same foofing as hospital ships. The time has 
come when we should remove starvation of women 
and children from the weapons of warfare.” 

One does not require a Quaker background to 
indorse this humane proposal—in time of peace. But 
when war comes, the officially sponsored insanity 
that countenances the other horrors, has never been 
held within the limits of any humane standard. The 
poison gas has yet to be discovered that will kill 
only men of military age and exempt women and 
children. Bombs dumped from the air upon enemy 
cities-recognize no distinction of age or sex among 
their victims. ° 

The sident’s view, though be cautiously re- 
marks that it will not be broached as a governmental 
proposition at the forthcoming naval disarmament 
conference in London, is worthy of such unofficial 
approval as each private citizen can give. It is, after 
all, public opiniom rather than treaties, pacts, en- 
tentes and alliances that will discourage the custom 
of war-making and its vicious camp followers, famine 
and destruction. 3 

The conferences that are held from time to time 
between various powerful nations represent nothing 
more than the efforts of statesmen to catch up with 
a public opinion that has been considerably enlight- 
ened by the late war and its aftermath. It may 
requiré some time and a number of international 
parleys before Mr. Hoover's position on the policy 
of starvation is incorporated in the rules of war, 
but public opinion throughout the world could give 
the answer now.

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TOPSY-TURYY. 

Offhand we would say that anyone who paints a 
picture that looks about as well upside down or side 
wise as topside up hardly deserves to win a prize— 
assuming the work to be anything beyond a mere 
pattern. The case of Edwin E. Dickinson, however, 
is not ‘without precedent of a sort. Dickinson’s can- 
vas, “The Fossil Hunters,” took a $500 award in the 
National Academy of Design show in New York, 
though hung sidewise to a puzzled public. 

Back in 1877 Whistler sued John Ruskin for libel.

Whistler’s 
barrister waxed eloquent, waving the challenged art 
work beforg the jury, when the artist screwed his 
monocle a bit tighter and exploded: “My God, man, 
you've got it upside down!”

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WHERE FRIENDSHIP CEASES. 

Frederick Sullens, editor of the Jackson (Miss.) 
Daily News, prefers a jail sentence for contempt of 
court to liberty on suspended sentence with a pledge 
of “good behavior.” He has sent notice of his pref- 
erence to Federal Judge Edwin R. Holmes, who held 
the editor in contempt because he predicted the ac- 
quittal of four persons accused of trafficking in Fed- 
er. eatere Editor Sullens rejects the proffered 
probation since it would be equivalent to Federal cen- 
sorship over his newspaper, he says. So it would, of 
course. With a jail sentence hanging over the editor 
the court could virtually dictate the policies of the 
newspaper. 

This stand is strikingly different from the meek 
obedience to judicial orders by the press of Lubbock 
County, Tex. Judge Milligan of the District Court 
there, fearing the publication of testimony in the 
habeas corpus proceeding of an alleged wife slayer 
would create wide discussion and make a change of 
venue necessary, forbade the local papers printing 
anything about the case. The newspapers obeyed the 
order, although inability to obtain an unprejudiced 
jury would have been the fault of the jury system 
\rather than of the press. Without accurate newspa- 
per reports there was every opportunity for gossip to 
stir up the prejudice the Judge said he feared. 

The Mississippf editor and the Judge had been close 
friénds for more than 25 years. The editor, however, 
refused to take advantage of this friendship, which 
was partly responsible for the offer of probation.| 
When the courts interfere with freedom of the press, 
guaranteed by the Constitution, that’s logically where 
friendship should cease. 
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BY GRACE AND NOT BY GRAB. 

There is something of the working of poetic justice 
in the recession to China by Great Britain of the 
British concession at Chinkiang. It was Chinkiang 
(Rule-the-river city) that Sir Henry Pottinger’s fleet 
captured in 1842.

Opening of Missouri’s Quail Season 


Bob White is most admired game bird of State, and most hunters are eager to uphold 
bag limit and other laws protecting it; heavy fines imposed on violators; quail 
has many animal enemies; destruction of cover also imperils it; due to work of 
sportsmen and farmers who provide food and water, number is steadily increasing. 


From Missouri Game and Fish News. 


HE “Ka-Loi-Kee,” or covey call of the 

Missouri Bob White quail, is being heard 

over the briar patches as hunters in all 
sections of the State hunt this most pop- 
ular of the State’s game birds. The hatch- 
ing season over, the male bird has dropped 
his “Bob-bob-White” love call which he 
sang so iustily last’ spring, and, assuming 
the covey call of e female, has settled 
down to ponder over what the winter with 
its cold, sffow, sicet, hunters, dogs and pred- 
atory animais holds'for him and his brood. 

Nov. 10 was the opening of the quail 
season. Ten birds constitute the daily bag 
limit and 15 may be possessed at one time. 
Unlike many states, Missouri makes no pro- 
vision as to the number of quail which can 
be killed during the season from Nov. 10 
to Jan, 1, 

This little bird, which may be found in 
virtually every section of the State, prob- 
ably has more admirers among sportsmen 
and others than any of the game birds in 
Most hupters are eager to ob- 
serve the bag limit on quail and see that 
cthers observe laws protecting the birds. 
Courts asses; their heavy fines on persons 
convicted for violation of the State’s quail 
laws—cases already on record this fall show 
that quail law violators have not been fined 
less than $38 for possession of one bird out 


of season. 
. * * 


Missourians are probably more indebted 
to the quail than to any other bird. He 
destroys weed seeds and insects and thus 
endears himself to the farmer. His swift 
flying makes him a joy to the hunter and 
the flavor of his meat makes him a delicacy 
on any table. In some states he is known 
as a partridge but in Missouri he’s a Bob 
White quail. 

Bob White is a great advocate of family 
life, and each pair builds a nest early in 
the spring. The nest may be in the edge 
of a woodland, in a fallow field, in broom 
or kaffir corn, thicket or other covered spot. 
From 10 to 24 eggs usually are iaid. These 
require 24% days’ incubation, though the 
first-laid eggs usually lie in the nest about 
40 days. The hen ugually incubates the 
eggs, but in a high percentage of cases the 
cock bird incubates them. [In rare in- 
stances the cock and hen alternate in the 
task. Often, however, the hen refuses to 
sit on the eggs and the cock takes it upon 
himself to hatch and rear the brood while 
the hen assumes lesser responsibilities, 


Should one chance upon an old quai! with 
its young the parent bird wili feign injury 
and will flutter away while the young birds 
hide themselves in nearby cover. This 
maneuver often serves its purpose in sav- 
ing the quail and its young [f 
and predatory animals. Infant birds are 
tiny fellows, weighine about. 4 to 7 grams 
each, but develop rapidly. They eat within 

should 


the birds’ extinction, for without cover they 
become easy prey to predatory animals, 
birds and cats. Skunks, snakes, rats, crows 
and other forms of wild tife all take a heavy 
toll of- eggs. 

The greatest toss is suffered during the 
nesting season, but after hatching the birds 
are subject to new dangers. Their worst 
enemy is the common house cat which 
roams over the fields and through. the 
woods at all times. it is estimated that 
each cat in Missouri consumes at least 50 
birds a year. A large percentage of the 
birds killed in rura!l districts are Bob 
Whites. Cooper and sharp-shinned hawks 
and crows also prey upon the birds, and 
skunks, snakes and weasels continue their 
depredations. The self-hunting dogs also 
destroy many birds and nests. 


Closed seasons without vermin control 
and cover protection for the quail mean 
little and counties in Missouri which pro- 
hibit quai] hunting at al! times are not ex- 
periencing the quail increase that was ex- 
pectéd Quai) hunters usually are the best 
friends quail bave and are the ones most 
interested in seeing that the birds have 
food and protection. It is these men and 
the friendly farmers, whose number is in- 
creasing. who are building cover and put- 
ting out feed. The counties in Missouri 
which prohibit quail hunting include Noda- 
way, Harrison, Gentry, Andrew, De Kalb, 
Clay. Livingston, Lafayette, Henry and St. 
Charles, 

Missouri probably is the haven for more 
Bob Whites than any state in the Middle 


West, but their number can yet be mate-. 


rially increased. Observation of the State 
hunting laws, which prohibit shooting out 
of seasou and piace a bag limit on the 
birds, is one means of assuring a success- 
ful future for the quail. A certain part of 
every farm should be set aside as a breed- 
ing ground for Bob Whites and this area 
should not be disturbed at any season. Suit- 
able cover should be provided where it does 
not now exist. When iand is cleared it is 
well to leave hedges, vines and briars at 
intervals. 


Enemies of the Bob White should be de- 
stroyed whenever possible. Only the sharp- 
shinned hawks or Cooper's hawks should be 
killed. but these should be eliminated 
whenever possible.

A Typical Best Home. 

In the evening the party was in- 
viteqd to dinner at the home of the 
father of Provincial Gov.

He is one of the wealthy men of 
the town, and his house is typical 
of the best homes in the Philip- 
pines, All of the homes of the 
Filipino and Moro people of lim- 
ited means are flimsy bird cages 
built on stilts about 10 or 12 feet 
high. The. best of them have thin 
board walls, but nearly all of them 
have walls made of nipa or bundles 
of grass, the roofs heavily thatched 
with grass. There is only one room 
in these houses, and there ig either 
no front wall or it is enclosed for 
only part of the space, so that the 
people practically live out of doors. 
There is little or no furniture. 
Sometimes two or three families 
live in one house. The bathing and 
other household functions are 
mostly done on the ground. The 
people are frequently accused of 
being immodest, but it is merely 
the custom of the country and they 
are utterly unconscious of immod- 
esty. 

All of the inhabitants live on the 
second floor, but the well-to-do en- 
close their first floor. The first 
floor of Mr. Arroya’s house has 
concrete walls, and a great gate on 
one side into which visitors go in 
automobiles or other vehicles. The 
room.under the entire house resem- 
bled a garage, which would  ac- 
commodate 10 or 15 automobiles at 
once. A broad stairway led to the 
living rooms above, where there 
was a large reception hall, a small- 
er reception room divided from it 
by an arch, and around it was a 
wide balcony on two sides, con- 
nected with the reception hall by 
arches. The windows, as in all 
good houses, were huge polished 
wooden frames extending almost 
from the ceiling to within three 
feet of the floor. The windows 
have four-inch panels, filled with 
shel, which are opaque, but 
through which the light comes. The 
window frames fold back and are 
kept open except in case of storms 
or heavy rains. There is no win- 
ter, so the houses are merely shel- 
ters from rain and storm. All of 
the interior of Mr. Arroya’s house 
was panelled with polished hard- 
woods. On one side of this house 
were several bedrooms and the pri- 
vate chapel. As we went deeper 
into the country the houses be- 
came flimsier. | 


Rubber Plantations. 


Leaving Lloilo, the Apo headed 
south for the Moro country, with 
only one stop before reaching the 
Moro island of Mindanao. That 
was at Isabella on the island of 
Basilan, where there are two rub- 
ber plantations. The experiment 
in rubber growing interested the 
Governor-General. The voyage 
around the island of Mindanao to 
Isabella gave the party a touch of 
rainy season weather. There were 
squalls ani the kind of rain that 
accompanies squalis in the Philip- 
pines. The rain penetrated all of 
the openings and cre ices of the 
deck roof and awnings on the ship. 
Sleeping on deck, the members of 
the party were well sprayed, but 
that was a mere incident. Get- 
ting wet is a matter of no con- 
cern in a tropicai climate. 

Two flourishing rubber planta- 
tions on Basilan demonstrated 
thoroughly that rubber can be pro- 
duced profitably in the Philippines. 
One plantation, about 25 years old, 
is owned ty Swiss capitalists. The 
other, about 10 years oid, by Amer- 
ican capitalists. The American 
company is headed by Dr. J. W. 
Strong. who planted the first rub- 
ber tree on Basilan. The tree is 
still flourishing and yielding a 
plentiful supply of rubber, There 
are mills on the plantation where 
the rubber juice is coagulated and 
pressed into sheets for shipment. 
The Basilan plantation, capitalized 
at about 600,000 pesos, produces 
250,000 pounds of rubber annually, 
and the larger American Rybber 
Co. plantation produces about §00,- 
000 pounds, Altogether there is in- 
vested about 2.000.000 pesos—%$1.- 
600,000, 

Worship Sun and Moon. 

The isian4 of Basilan, abopt 300 
miles square in area, ts inhabited 
by about 85,000 Yakana, ea prim- 
itive pagan tribe. They worship 
the sun. moon and stars, birds, ani- 
mals and trees—anything that 
strikes their fanciful superstition 
as being worthy of worship. Yet 
they are industrious, and in their 
_spare time have developed land on 
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Col. Fletcher of Pettitt 

and A. J. Hackett, who has a print- 
ing shop and runs an English news- 
paper. as he says, for fun. He 
laughed when I asked him about 
his circulation. He said it was 
limited. But he is a very intelli- 
gent American, and has a reputa- 
tion of writing the best editorials 
in the Philippine Isiands. He is in 
deep sympathy with the Moros, and 
declares they have been woefully 
neglected by the Government in the 
matter of schools and tiocai im- 
provements. He said that in one 
part of the Moro country there 


were 7000 children without schools. 


Gov. Davis had brought with 
him on the Apo his criss-cross 
speedboat. In Basilan Strait he 
launched the speedboat, taking on 
his Zamboanga visitors, and tried 
it out. It was a marvel to the vis- 
itors and the natives, rushing 
through the watér at tremendous 
speed with its nose in the air. The 
Governor himself handled the boat 
with skill. 


Ramon Penal Colony 


At Zamboanga, although in the 
Moro country, Filipinos predomi 
nated in the reception at the Army 
and Navy Club dinner and the bal! 
at the Zamboanga Club. There was 
quite a group of American army of- 
ficers and American merchants. 
The port has considerable trade 
through coastwise shipping, and the 
Zamboangans are very anxious to 
get money for port and road im- 
provement. That was the burden of 
the conference with the Governor- 
General. 

Gne notable institution in the 
suburbs of Zamboagea was the San 
Ramon pena] colony. It is an ex- 
traordinary colony. About 1700 
hectares are cultivated by the con- 
yicts. Everything necessary for 
the support of the colony is raised 
on the plantation and there is a 
surplus for sale. The road to the 
colony is a beautiful) drive skirting 
the sea. with coconut groves and 
tropical] fruit trees along the high- 
way. In the colony there were 
broad, winding avenues ieading 
through the plantation, wonderful 
coconut groves and flourishing rice 
and grain fields. The party was 
astonished to find groups of chil- 
dren gathered on the avenues. wav- 
ing their hands and shouting as the 
automobiles passed. The trusties 
are permitted, on good behavior, to 
bring their families to the colony 
and live in separate houses. The 
convicts are permitted to make 
handicraft products, chief among 
which are elaborate canes inlaid 
with bone, ivory and metal, which 
are sold for their benefit. If it had 
not been for the review of convicts, 
one might have imagined he was in 
a great private plantation. The 
colony reflected credit on the Phil- 
ippines government. 


Convicts Cultivate Land. 


There is another colony even 
more advanced than this on the Is- 
land of Palawan. most of which is 
jungie, inhabited by Moros and 
primitive pagans. The convicts 
there are permitted to cultivate 
tracts of land, and a good percent- 
age of the profits 1s placed to their 
credit, so that when they leave the 
colony at the expiration of their 
terms, the more industrious and 
thrifty not only know how to farm, 
but have a modest capita! to begin 
life over again. One convict ex- 
ceptionally industrious and thrifty. 
went out of the colony with 6000 
pesos, a modest fortune in the Phil- 
ippines. An excellent luncheon was 
served at the colony’s official head- 
quartcrs. 

At the dinner and dance in the 
evening the Zamboangans outdid 
themselves in the decoration at the 
clubs. Tropical plants and flowers. 
notably the scarlet hibiscus and lIo- 
tus blossoms. made the walks and 
entrance bowers of beauty. 


Moro Greet Davis. 


When we reached Jolo, the heart 
of the Moro country, the capital 
and chief town of the Sulu archi- 
pelago, the harbor was filled with 
boats to greet the Governor-Gen- 
eral. There were two or three gaily 
Gecorated launches filled with 
Moro leaders, and around the 
yacht clustered a fleet of outrigged 
dugouts, mostly filled with women, 
giris and boys, who were expect- 
antly looking fer coins. When the 
group on the yacht began flipping 
coins in the water, the occupants 
of the dugouts plunged in after 
them. The woman and girls, after 


the Moro fashion, wore highly col- | 


ored garments like Mother Hub- 
bards, reaching to their ankles, but 
the garments didn’t debar them 
from diving. They plunged in, 
Mother Hubbards ‘and all. and 
came up with coins in eir fin- 
gers. The Apo moved up to the 
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of Sulu with quite a group of da- 
tus, or native chiefs. Some of them 
having permits to carry arms and 
serve as officers of the law, to 
keep order, were heavily armed. 
They carried guns; stuck in their 
belts were krisses, which are wev- 
ing two-edged swords, barongs, 4 
rather long broad sword curved on 
its lower edge, bolos, crescent 
shaped short swords, and belt 
knives. The swords and knives had 
jeweled and curiously wrought 
handles and carved sheaths. 

The Sultan of Sulu is not an im- 
pressive figure. He is short and 
squat, with a rather flat face, and 
wore large spectacies. His appear- 
ance was less impressive because 
instead of wearing his native cos- 
tame he had put on a European 
suit in honor of the Governor's 
visit, and wore a fez. Nearly every 
Moro who did not carry a knife 
and sword carried a cane many of 
them highly decorated with inlaid 
bone or ivory. The Sultan wore 
shoes, but practically all the chiefs 
were barefooted. 

The town of Jolo has between 
5000 and 6000 inhabitants, and 
nearly the whole population except 
the women g°thered at the Army 
and Navy Club, an ancient wooden 
structure consisting of two rooma, 
a bar and assembly room, and a 
very wide porch. There, after a 
long speech of welcome, the Gov- 
ernor made a short address. When 
the Moros do not wear turbans on 
their heads, they carry the turban 
cloths over their shoulders, They 
are very skillfu' in twisting them 
on. They do it in a jiffy. but-~if 
Ane is familiar with their customs 
he van tell to what tribe they be- 
long by tho way the turban is 
worn. 


Half of Party Visits Sultan 


After the reception at the club- 
house, the party was taken some 
distance to the outskirts of the 
city, on a fairly good road, to the 
Willard Straight School. It was 
the holiday season, so few of the 
pupils were there. There was an 
interesting museum containing 
products of Moro handicrafts, an- 
cient and modern. They have quite 
a genius for fashioning articles for 
their own use, and in designing 
and weaving cloths. The designs 
are rather crude but attractive. 
Then the purty was conducted to 
an assembly room, alongside the 
athletic field, where the Moros gave 
an exhibitior of sword and spear 
contests, and bull fighting. The 
contestants were very agile in 
handling their weapons and them- 
selves. Between the acts. a Moro 
comedian kept the youngsters in a 
roar by contortions of his face and 
body. and acrobatic stunts. 

For the bull fights. the Moros 
led out Caribao bulls, held by long 
wire ropes attached to rings in 
their noses. The Caribaos are wa- 
ter buffaloes, used as beasts of 
burden all over the Philippines. In 
their wild state they are the only 
animals to be feared in the islands. 
They are very fierce, and charge 
human beings on the _§ slightest 
provocation. In the bull fighting 
one Caribao is matched against 
another. They butted each other 
all over the field. and the Caribao 
which butted hardest and drove his 
opponent from the field of course 
was the victor. 


Eulogies of Moro Chiefs. 


After the exhibition, the Gov- 
ernor-Generai held a hearing in 
the assembly room and was ad- 
dressed long and eloquently by two 
Moro chiefs whose main discourses 
were made up of eulogies of Gov. 
Fugate. They declared that he 
was a wonderful Governor, under- 
stood the Moros and co-operated 
with them. They wanted him re- 
tained. Each one of them. how- 
ever, wound up his speech with a 
plea for pardon of a follower who 
was serving a term in the San 
Ramon penal colony. They spoke 
in the Moro language and were 
fairly well interpreted by a Moro 
who spoke English. 

On the way back to town the 
party was invited to visit the home 
of the Suilt.n. He is building a 
new house, but it rained in such 
torrents that half of the group 
could not find the way to the 
house. The Governor-General. 
however, reached the house and 
paid the Sultan a visit. 

The business of Jolo is practical- 
ly absorbed by the Chinese, who 
live in a section where the houses 
are built on stilts over the water 
of the harbor. There is a iong. 
rickety plank walk running 1 
front of the rouses, most of which 
have stores fronting on this walk. 
There are holes In the boardwalk 
big enough for a child to drop 
through, but there are so many 
children in the section that the 
loss of a few of them is not serit- 
ously felt. Babies are the chief 
product of tue Orient. 

It was gratifying to note the de- 
light with which grizzled old Moro 
chiefs met (General .Dorey. His 
service in the Moro country has 
brought him into contact with a 
great many of them, and they gaye 
evidence of the warmest sentiment 
of friendship and affection for him. 


Crocodiles Infest River. 


From Jolo the yacht voyaged 
through a wonderful 


Sea and running through the Moro 
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question. The Colonel has a high 
opinion of the qualities of the 
Moros. He said when they are 
wrong they accept the verdict 
against them, and punishment if 
required, without resentment. 
“But,” he added, “God help you 
if you do not give them a full 
hearing, and decide against them 
when they are right. They never 
forgive or forget that.” 

Cotobato, where we stopped 
next, is a modest town about 10 
miles up the Mindanao River. a 
large yellow stream. infested with 
crocodiles which lie along the 
marshy banks. Woe betide the per- 
son who stirs them up. They are 
vicious brutes and attack with 
either jaws or tail. In the hos- 
pital at Cotobato we saw two wom- 
en who the day before, while wash- 
ing clothes in the river, had deen 
attacked crocodiles. They were 
terribly rated, and how they 
were rescued is a wonder. The 
simple mind of the natives was 
shown by the women. The mother 
of one of the injured girls went to 
Col. Delaney, and asked him to 
cure her daughter immediately. 
She thought that as he was the 
medical adviser of the Governor 
General, he was capable of im- 
mediate healing of any injured 
person. She seemed to think all 
he had to do was to wave his hand 
and the gir! would recover. 

At the mouth of the river the 
party was met by Datu Biang, the 
oldest and one of the most influen- 
tial datus of that neighborhood. 
He had come down in his little 
boat, 30 miles, to invite the Gov- 
ernor-General to hunt ducks near 
his place. We took him and his 
son on board. He was a. quaint 
Moro, 86 years old, dressed in his 
native costume, and barefooted, of 
course. He had never worn a shoe 
in his life. Gov. Davis accepted 
his invitation, and next morning 
went up to Datu Biang’s place with 
two or three of the party equipped 
with guns, and brought back about 
40 ducks. The ducks were shot 
from Moro vintas, their peculiar 
boats, paddled by turbaned guides. 

The Provincial Governor of 
Cotobato is a Filipino, Guitterez. 
But the Moros predominate in ali 
the country around. Along the 
banks of the river approaching the 
town we saw Moro life in its native 
primitiveness. The people gathered 
on the banks in front of their pic- 
turesque little grass huts on stilts. 
Boys up to 8 years old were naked. 
That is a privilege of the boys all 
the year round in the Philippines, 
and, in summer time, in both rural 
China and Japan. 


Hike Through Jungle. 

Cotobato had a new town hall all 
of which the natives were very 
proud and on top of the highest 
hill, overlooking the river valley 
and the town, is an old Spanish fort, 
now occupied by the constabulary. 
The oldest Spanish building was 
turned into a calaboose. ; 

The Davis girls went to Datu 
Biang’s place up the river in the 
speedboat and brought the Gov- 
ernor-General back. The astonish- 
ment and delight of the natives at 
the swiftness of the boat were be- 
yon@ bounds. Before we ieft the 
mouth of the Mindanao River two 
Moros came alongside the yacht in 
their outrigged canoe, driven by 
the storm. They were out of food 
and water. We gave them food 
and offered them water, but they 
eaid, “We have plenty of water. 
It’s all around us.” It was «galt 
water, but they drink salt water 
on their:long voyages. It keeps 
them from dying of thirst, but is 
unwholesome as a regular water 
diet. 


Mosquitoes Cause Fever. 


Col. Fietcher had provided 
horses and guides at Baras, a short 
distance up the coast, for a hike 
through the jungle to Lake Lanao. 
Gen. Dorey, much to his disap- 
pointment, was debarred from the 
trip by an attack of dengue fever 
caused by mosquito bites. The 
mosquitoes are not only pesky but 
carry malaria germs. The party 
separated at Baras, the Governor- 
General and the giris and half of 
the group taking the jungle hike, 
and the others sailing around the 
western end of Mindanao Island to 
lligan Bay. Col. Delaney outfit- 
ted the hiking party with an anti- 
dote for snake venom. The only 
dangers of the jungle are the 
cobras, whose venom is deadly. 
pythons, which attain a length of 
35 feet, and wiid* caribao, The 
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He said the Moros had 
too many bosses, too much red 
tape, especially in the courts, too 
much complication in the registry 
of iands. He demanded that all 
except Moros be ousted from 
Mindanao and the lands be kept 
for the natives alone. Of course, 
the Governor-General promised to 
do all he could for the Moros. 

An interesting feature of the 
Camp Keithley proceedings was & 
visit to the homs of Datu Ibra, the 
richest in the province. His r-‘1se 
was a brilliant example of Datu 
furnishing and ornaments. Quaint 
canopied beds were covered with 
gorgeous spreads. There were 
curiously designed hammered 
metal implements, and one gorge- 
ously furnished room, for the wom- 
en of the family, who came out 
and greeted the visitors. Of course, 
the women as ‘vell as the men 
among the Moros have black teeth, 
caused by chewing the betel nut. 
Every well-to-do Moro, man or 
woman, carries a quaintly engraved 
ornamented betel box of silver or 
composition, containing all the 
betel ingrediente—the lime, the 
leaf in which the* betel nut is 
wrapped, in smaller boxes. They 
chew the betel nut continually. It 
blackens and ultimately destroys 
their teeth. The metalwork of the 
Moros in brass is very attractive 
and interesting. Datu Ibra had an 
abundance of Moro swords and 
knives, the sheathes carved elab- 
orately, the handles adorned with 
gold, silver and gems of various 
colors. 

The party from the Apo joined 
the jungle hiking party at Camp 
Keithley and proceeded by automo- 
bile to Iligan Bay. passing on the 
way a Moro market, where the 
Moros from all the country round 
had brought their hand-made 
cloths, vegetables and fruits for 
sale or excharige. it was a pictur- 
esque scene. Farther down the 
road we went a little way into the 
jungle to see Maria Christina Falls, 
an impressive waterfall, about ‘300 
feét high. capable, the engineers 
say. of developing enough electric 
current to supply all the island 
with power and light. 


Cebu Densely Populated. 


The next leg of the journey back 
to Filipino country brought the 
yacht to Cebu, the capital of the 
Island of Cebu* The island is the 
most densely populated of all the 
Philippine Islands, and the city is 
the liveliest and most prosperous. 
Products from other islands are 
shipped to Cebu and transshipped 
from there either to Manila or for- 
eign ports. It was Senator Osme- 
na’s home place, and he has been 
the leader in developing and beau- 
tifying the city with broad streets. 
There we found more of the Amer- 
ican boosting spirit than anywhere 
else. The harbor was full of ship- 
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passes better-looking towns and 
barrios (small villages) than any- 
where outside of Luzon. The coun- 
try except on the seashore is hilly, 
almost mountainous, and it was in- 
teresting to see huge fields of corn 
running to the hilltops. The corn 
is very small, the seed has never 
been renewed. but the natives man- 
age to get quite a large amount of 
ears out of these mountain fields. 

On the way home through the 
Camotes and Visayan seas it was 
evident that the Governor-General 
had been greatly impressed with 
the conditions In the Moro country 
and the needs of the people there. 
It was a hasty inspection, but he 
found the Moros extremely back- 
ward and greatly in need of eco- 
nomic and cultural development. 
He was particularly impressed with 
the need of better courts and a 
thorough reform of the land regis- 
tration system. While Gov. 
Davis thought that the Moro 
hatred of the Filipinos, _re- 
sentment at their holding of- 
fice in the Moro country and in- 
terfering with their government 
might be troned out in time. he was 
anxious that they get “a square 
deal,” which they are not getting 
now. He thought American resent- 
ment against their exploitation 
might easily be aroused. 


Turning over in his mind what 
might be done to reserve the lands 
of the Moros for the Moros them- 
selves, he considered the advisabil- 
ity of having reservations such as 
we have for the [ndians, thus hold- 
ing the lands until the Moros are 
ready to develop them fulty. As for 
official corruption, the Governor- 
General said he wanted to put that 
question to the Filipino leaders in 
a new light. He wanted them to 
see that graft and corruption was' 
not the robbery of an abstraction 
called the government, but deprived 
the people of schools, roads and 
other necessary improvements. He 
found, however, a reali Moro prob- 
lem, requiring understanding, tact 
and statesmanship in dealing with 
it. He was not prepared to give 
the details of pians for helping the 
Moros, but undoubtedly the plans 
will come out of his highly inter- 
esting and instructive journey. 

The Moros raise and gather fruit 
and rice for their own consumption 
and their principal commodities 
are fish, pearls and shells.

This work, called 
by many critics the great Russian’s 
finest and generally recognized as 
one of the great symphonies, is in 
four movements. 

His “Fourth Symphony” was 
written by Tschaikowsky at a time 
of greatest depression in his life, 
and reflects his philosophic mus- 
ings on the implacability of fate 
and the futility of existence. In 
his letters to his patroness, Nade- 
explanation of the moods and 
changes of his symphony: 

“The introduction is the germ, 
the leading idea of the whole work. 
This 1s Fate, that inevitable force 
which checks our aspirations 
toward happiness ere they reach 
that goal. .. . This force is un- 
escapable and invincible. There is 
no other course but to submit and 
inwardly lament. 

“This sense of hopeless despair 
grows stronger and more poignant. 
Is it not better to turn from reality 
and lose ourselves in dreams? A 
sweet and tender dream enfolds 
me... How fair! How remotely 
now ig heard the first theme of 
the Allegro. Deeper and deeper the 
soul is sunk in dreams. ..,. It is 
but @ dream; Fate awakens us 
roughly.” 

Of the aext movement, the An- 
dante, Tschaikowsky wrote, in 
part: “The second movement éx- 
presses another phase of suffering. 
Now it is the melancholy which 
steals over us when at evening we 
sit indoors alone, weary of work. 

- . « A tong procession: of old 
memories goes by. How sad to 
think how much is already past 
and gone! And yet these memories 
of youth are sweet. .... There 
were moments when young blood 
pulsed warm through our veins 
and 'ife gave us all we asked. 


. There were also moments of sor- 


row and irreparable loss. All this 
has receded so far into the past. 
Hiow sad, yet sweet, to lose our. 
selves therein!” 

““In the third movement (Andan- 
tino in Modo Di Canzona) no defi- 
nite feelings find expression,” 
Tschaikowsky wrote. Here we have 
only capricious arabesques, intangi- 
ble forms, which come into a man’s 
head when he has been drinking 
wine and his nerves are rather ex- 
cited. His mood is neither joyful 
- His fancy is free to 
follow its own flight and tt designs 
the strangest patterns. From afar 
rome the sounds of a military hand. 
Those are the kind of confused 
thoughts which pass through our 
brains as we fall asleep. ... wild. 
strange. bizarre. 

Of the fourth movement, the 
finale, Tschaikowsky says: “If you 
find no rpgason for happiness in 
yourself, look at others. Go to the 
people. See how they can enjoy 
life and give themselves up en- 
tirely to festivity. A rustic holiday 
is depicted. Hardly have we had 
time to forget ourselves in other 
people’s pleasure when indefatiga- 
ble Fate reminds us once more of 
its presence. Others pay no heed 
to us. . « «. How merry and giad 
they all are! ... And will you atil) 
say all the world is immersed in 
sorrow? Happiness does exist, sim- 
ple and unspoilt. Be glad tn others’ 
eladness. This makes life poss) - 
ble. rr

Thousands of tourists will start 
west to spend the winter months 
in California. To such health and 
rest seekers, nomads, adventurers, 
and “movie fans,” a resume of the 
extreme Southern route, the old 
“Spanish Trail,” will serve to en- 
hance the pleasure of the trip. 
This route is the only one recom- 
mended by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California for fall, win- 
ter and early spring travel, and 
consists of U. S. 66 from St, Louis 
to Vinita, Ok..

United States No. 66 leads from 
St. Louis directly south. on paved 
highway, through low, hilly coun- 
try to the foothills of our own, 
beautiful Ozarks at Cuba, Mo.

Cites Advantage of 
Four-Speed Drive 
In Winter Months 


Special winter advantages pro- 
vide@ by the modern type four- 
speed transmission, promoting both 
safety and efficiency, are listed in 
® bulletin issued by the makers of 
Graham-Paige, which introduced 
the new type four-speed drive In 
January, 1927. During two winters 
much information on cold weather 
driving has been obtained. 

Ease of getting under way when 
the engine is cold is one of these 
advantages. It is gained by utiliz- 
ing first speed, which is geared 
much lower than the low gear of 
other transmissions. 

_ Many owners of three-speed cars 
habitually use second gear for 
starting when the engine is suffi- 
ciently hot, but they naturally use 
first speed fn starting with a cold 
motor. The reasons for using the 
lower gear apply to four-speed cars 
as well, but to a greater degree. 

Every motorist knows that an 
engine develops very little power 
when first started, after standing 
in the cold. The wise driver allows 
the engine to warm up before mov- 
ing the car, but many others abuse 
the motor by racing it to obtain 
sufficient power to start the car, 
and slipping the clutch to avoid 
stalling the engine. This is double 
abuse, for the chilled oil does not 
Circulate freely through the en- 
gine, and the faster the engine 
speeds the more likelihood of dam- 
age; while slipping the clutch, of 
course, rapidly wears out the fric- 
tion surfaces.

canyon to the Roosevelt Dam, an

'plishment. It is a short trip out 
to the Yagui and Indian Village, 
where the Guadalupe tribe lives in 
adobe huts; the Phoenix Mountain 
Park unfurls acres of natural 
scenery; Heiroglyphic Canyon, the 
museum, art gallery,. reptile. gar- 
| dens, curio shops, Indian ruins and 
| picturesque relics are nearby in the 
valley. 

Leaving Phoenix by way of U. 8. 
$0, a paved road continues through 
the alfalfa and cotton fields to the 


Gillespie Dam; thence a gravel road; 


to a point 25 miles east of Yuma, 
Ariz. 

From Yuma, the Colorado River 
is crossed, then the route passes 
through California desert and over 
the famous sand hills, to Gray 
Wells, over the easy grades of the 
Imcopah Mountains to Buckman 
Lithia Springs, through Pine Val- 
ley, “The Willows’ and “EI Cajon” 
to San Diego. 

Entering this city, one may pass 
through the heart of Balboa Park 
by using Park drive instead of 
Fourth street. San- Diego is an 
unusually attractive city, with many 
beautiful homes of Spanish archi- 
tecture. U. S. 101 starts north from 
here, via Mission Beach to La Jolla, 
and on to Oceanside; a side trip 
from Oceanside takes you to the 
Mission of San Luis Rey (famous as 
the birthplace of Ramona).

A watch should be kept. on the 
$0 type rectifying t-be in a mod- 
ern receiver, says .a report on in- 
vestigations by the Arcturus Radio 
Co. Weakness in this tube is 
found to be the most frequent 
cause of poor and Setamet recep- 
tion. 

The rectifying tube can easily be 
located, it being the only tube hav- 
ing double elements—two _ plates 
and two lighted filaments. A biue 
haze in the rectifying tube. gener- 
ally indicates one that wil] not 
last long or ig weakening. “When 
expert advice is not available, a 
new rectifying tube is a safe gam- 
ble,” concludes thé Arcturus re- 
port. 


Patents Duplex Receiver. 

A duplex radio receiver has been 
patented by Morris W. Askin, 
Washington mMmventor.

Symphonic Choir Is 
Next Attraction of 
Civic Music League 


women in native costume of 

Russia constitute the Russian 
Symphonic Choir to be heard at 
the Odeon on Tuesday evening, 
Nov. 26, under the auspices of the 
Civic Music League. The choir is 
under the directorship of Basile 
Kibalchich. Mr. Kibalchich was 
born in Tchernigoff, Southern Rus- 
sia, in the center of a/ region rich 
in folk lore, folk songs and choral 
singing, and at the age of 12 was 
called on to lead a large local 
choir. Later Mr. Kibalchich 
studied in the class of Rimsky- 
Korsakow. He perfected -himself 
on the cello as his instrument, but 
choral conducting still occupied his 
mind. In 1906 he was invited to 
ivad the most famous of Russia's 
choral organization—the Archan- 
gelsky choir of Petrograd. Six 
vears later he made a two years’ 
tour of Russia as conductor of the 
Petrograd Conservatory of Music 
and thus gained a national reputa- 
lion, particularly for his origina] 
ideas in scoring for choral bodies. 
{In 1912 Mr. Kibalchich accepted 
the position as choir conductor at 
the Russian Cathedral of Geneva, 
Switzerland, and soon thereafter he 
became choir conductor of the Rus- 
sian Cathedral in Paris. It was at 
this period of his life that he or- 
ganized the first Russian symphony 
orchestra. The choir represents 
Kibalchich’s supreme acwtilevement 
in applying his principies of choral! 
singing.

HE past few days have been 
T comparativety rich, both in the 

variety of Broadway offerings 
and in their quality. There was 
Noel Coward’s new romantic op- 
eretta, “Bitter Sweet,” and John 
Balderston'’s fantastic. lovely and 
humorous “Berkeley Square,” and 
two more plays by Martin Flavin, 
already the author of one success, 
“The Criminal Code.” 

It isn’t often that oné playwright 
has three plays running on Broad- 
way at the same time. It is even 
more uncommon to find as widely 
assorted and interesting a trio as 
“The Criminal Code,” “Broken 
Dishes” and “Cross Roads,” all of 
them by Flavin. And it would b« 
a miracle if each of these thre« 
strikes went squarely across the 
plate. 

“The Criminal Code” and *“Brok- 
en Dishes” hit the mark solidly. 
while ‘“‘Cross Roads” just misses. 
In spite of an excellent first act, 
some very good acting and direc- 
tion, a clear-cut and often touch- 
ing sincerity, Mr. Flavin’s story of 
college life is curiously symmet- 
rical and comes out even with a 
patness which makes belief in th: 
near-tragedy of two young live 
vradually less and less possible.

ITHOUT minimizing the im- 
portance of contributions 


made by men to the support 
and development of the St. Louis 
Svmphony Orchestra, ft is still pos- 
sible to say that the orchestras 
survival is due to women. The 
Women’s Committee not only does 
most of the trying work of raising 
money, selling subscriptions and the 
like, but it also provides the at- 
mosphere in which the concerts are 
given. These ladies undoubtedly 
proceed from mixed motives, as do 
all other human beings. But the 
labors which they undertass 80 
willingly could not be sustained by 
any guch slight impulse as sends 
«omen to mere tea parties and re- 
ceptions. Consciously or uncon- 
seiously, they must believe that 
music is a life-giving force and as 
such a spiritual necessity in any 
civilized community. 

The Women's Committee is stag- 
ing its first pre-symphony talk to- 
morrow afternoon at the Forest 
Park Hotel, the speaker of the oc- 
easion being Mr. Arbos. These 
gatherings have been referred to as 
“Symphony Teas,” because the 
Pioneer Tradition regards all con- 
gregations of women as being es- 
sentially tea parties. Tea is served, 
1 believe, but is not compulsory 
and has no more to do with the 
chief purpose of the assemblage 
than the pot of coffee over which 
two men conclude a business deal. 

At these symphony talks, the 
main speaker, who ts usually the 
incumbent conductor of the orches- 
tra, discusses the music that he has 
already played and intends to play 
in the future and strives thereby to 
create a more propitious element 
in which the body of symphonic 
music may live and grow. Mr. Ar- 
bos will discuss “The Violin” as a 
solo instrument and as a voice in 
the orchestra.

plicit in the music’ for playing a 
whole symphony without interrup- 
tion, more is to be gained by let- 
ting the audience relax for a mo- 
ment than by keeping it tense. If 
the pewholders have been listening 
properly they deserwe a rest, and 
the reception of the music will be 
enhanced by giving it to them. 


It is reasonable to suppose that 
if a composer wanted two or more 
movements played as one he would 
indicate as much in the score. Bee- 
thoven’s C Minor symphony, with 
its connecting link between the 
third and fourth movements, is a 
case where the camposer did pre- 
cisely that. 


Recently Mr. Arbos played 
through Schumann’s D Minor sym- 
phony as if it were one long move- 
ment. In this he not only had an 
historical justification but was fol- 
lowing the plain intention of the 
composer. The concluding meas- 
Ures of the first movement delib- 
erately avoid any feeling of com- 
pleteness. The final chord is in ID 
Major and the opening chord of 
the Romanza is in D Minor which 
immediately modulates to the key 
of A Minor. This tends to dovetai! 
the two movements. Later on the 
subject matter of the Introduction 
reappears in the Romanza and the 
chief subject of the first movement 
also is used as the subject of the 
finale. 


At one time Schumann planned 
to call this symphony a “Symphonic 
Fantasia.” Mr. Arbos Played it in 
the light of that intention. 


But where there is a complete 
break between movements and no 
effort is made to raise a bridge a 
conductor's insistence. on going 
from one to the other without 
pause seems more than a little 
arbitrary.

BUILDING CONTRACTS DROP 
25 PCT. UNDER LAST YEAR 


October Showed Slight Increase Over Septem- 
ber—73 Pct. Increase in Completed 
Construction, However. 


October construction contracts 
awarded in the 37 states east of 
the Rocky Mountains shows a 
slight increase from September but 
a decrease from the preceding Oc- 


tober, aceording to F. W. Dodge 
Corporation. Last month’s total, 
$445,642,300 in amount, was $240,- 
000 greater than the. September, 
1929, record, but was off 25 per 
cent when compared with the Oc- 
tober, 1928, total. 

During October there were five 
districts that showed increases over 
the preceding month and two 
showed increases over October, 
1928. In the volume of new work 
reported as contemplated all dis- 
tricts showed increases ranging 
from 1 to 239 per cent over Sep- 
tember and ali except three 
showed increases over October of 
last year. 

The following were the classes 
of building which weer most active 
in the October construction rec- 
ord: $137,690,300, or 31 per cent of 
ali .construction, for residential 
buildings; $85,116,400, or 19 per 
cent, for public works and utilities: 
$67,.732.600, or 15 per cent, for 
commercial buildings; and $60,863,- 
700, or 14 per cent, for industrial

A nation-wide survey of rental 
conditions in American office 
buildings conducted by the Na- 
tional Association of Building Own- 
ers and Managers, discloses the 
fact that 11.55 per cent of the total 
space is vacant. The figure, ac- 
cording to the association, is 1.55 
per cent greater than the normal 
vacancy, showing that the great 
building booms of recent years 
have not yet glutted the market. 


“The survey, reflecting conditions 
in 38 of the principal American 
cities throughout the United States, 
as of Oct. 1, is one of the most 
comprehensive, surveys that has 
been made since the World War,” 
said Clarence M. Turley of St. 
Louis, chairman of the Rental Con- 
ditions Committee of the National 
Association. “More floor space is 
included in the survey than ever 
before. In view of this circum- 
stance, it is gratifying to find that 
the vacancy reported exceeds the 
normal 10 per cent by only 1.55 
per cent. 

“The fact that 88.45 per cont of 
the space in office buildings of our 
principal cities is occupied is a re- 
flection of the growth of American 
business. With the addition of 
millions of Square feet of office 
space since the resumption of 
building activity shortly after the 
war, a great power of absorption 
of that space was necessary if a 
serious overbuilt condition was to 
be prevented. Just how far that 
power of absorption will go re- 
mains to be seen, and we will not 
be long in finding it out, since 
there are 68 new buildings being 
constructed in the 38 cities, which 
will bring on to the market an ad- 
ditional 13,680,262 square feet of 
space. 

“This should serve as a danger 
signal to capitalists, investment 
bankers and others who put their 
money in new office building con- 
struction. It should serve to warn 
them that every new project must 
be studied with meticulous care. 
No building should aow be built 
unless there is an actual need for 
office space in the city"where the 
building is proposed. Even then 
no building should be built until 
every effort has béen made to as- 
sure the construction of a building?! 
that can be economically and effi- 
ciently operated. Office building 
layout has developed into a science. 
Few men-who have not-had actual 
experience in the operation and 
management of office buildings are 
competent to-pass upon the effi- 
ciency of building plans.”

a vastly increased volume of build- 
ing. Why have the American peo- 
ple spent so much more money for 
buildings during the last 10 years 
than they did before the war? 
There are various reasons. In the 
first place, -construction in the 
United States fell considerably be- 
hind during the war years. It took 
us quite a while to catch up. An- 
other thing, our population is 
steadily growing. The American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. esti- 
mates that by the year 1950 the to- 
tal population of the United States 
will be about 146,000,000. Since 
1920, furthermore, there has been 

a large influx of rural population | 
thte the citles—a movement which 
will, in all probaDility, continue in 
a greater of lesser degree for some 
time. 

“The great increase which has 
eccurred in our city population 
alone accounts for a considerable 
part of the huge expenditure for 
construction in recent years. And, 
of course, the expected further 
growth will necessitate a large ad- 
ditional amount of construction in 
the years to come. 

Wealth Important Factor. 


“another factor of importance is 
the steady increase in the average 
wealth of the American people. 
Millions of people can afford to 
live in better homes than those 
they lived in 10 or 15 years ago, 
They can attend theaters oftener, 
and they can pay higher admission 
charges. Consequently they de- 
mand finer theater buildings and 
finer equipment. We Americans 
have also become a nation of trav- 
elers. Aviation will make us more 
so. The result is a greatly in- 
creased demand for hotel facilities, 
The automobile has no doubt been 
factor in the rapid development 
of suburban communities. That 
has resulted in a large amount of 
home building. Within the cities 
there has been a pronounced move. 
ment toward apartment life; and 
every decade sees us revising our 
standards in regard to the charac- 
ter and appointments both of our 
living quarters and of our working 
quarters. We are always looking 
for something better, and this can 
be provided only through new con- 
struction. 

“I have already referred to the 
expected growth of our city popula- 
tions. It is also expected that the 
wealth of our people will continue 


\to increase, and it seems to me 


probable that the tendency toward 
greater concentration will go on in 
the business districts of our cities. 
There very likely will be more 
building developments of. large 
size than there have been in the 
past. Looking forward over @ 
period of years there seems little 


will continue to be large.

“Now, what have been the chief 
tendencies in rea] estate financing 
in recent years? Changes in this 
field have been numerous and im- 
portant.

NEW YORK. 
HE Roerich Muse- 
um, the only art 
museum in the 
world built to glo- 
rify and preserve 
the creations of a 
living artist, has 
just been dedicated 
here in honor of 
Nicholas Roerich, 
a painter who came from Russia less 
than ten years ago, and who, in that 
short time, has won a following rare- 
ly equalled in the annals of art. 

Not only is the Roerich Museum 
unique in that it is dedicated to a liv- 
ing artist, but it is further distin- 
guished by being the first skyscraper 
museum in existence. Located at 103rd 
street, overlooking the Hudson River, 
it towers 24 stories high, the largest 
structdre on Riverside Drive. More 
than half of the space is dedicated to 
the galleries of the museum and its 
associated activities, for it is also an 
art center at which painting, sculpture 
and music are taught. The remainder 
of the space is given over to studio 
apartments, the income from which is 
expected to contribute toward the 
maintenance of the museum and its 
activities. 

The story of Nicholas Roerich’s rise 
to his present unique position is one of 
unusual achievement. He was far 
from unknown in this country before 
his arrival in 1920, but his work was 
familiar only to a small number of per- 
sons. Indeed, the first American ex- 
hibition of his paintings was at the 
World's Fair in St. Louis in 1904. The 
man who imported the exhibition went 
bankrupt and the paintings were sold 
in St. Louts and dispersed. It was not 
until another exhibition of his paint- 
ings was held almost 20 years later in 
the Art Museum in Forest Park that 
he began to be widely known in this 
country, although in Europe and his 
native Russia he had long been an im- 
portant figure. 


in 1874, descended on his 

father’s side from Nordic Vik- 
ings who settled in Russia in 
the tenth century, and on his moth- 
er’s side from a noble Russian fam- 
ily. As a boy he showed marked 
interest in archeology and unearthed 
important remains by excavating 
ancient burial mounds found near 
his father’s estate. At the age of 16 
he contributed a series of essays 
anonymously to important Russian 
magazines, and by the time he was 19 
had already displayed a remarkable 
talent in drawing and art. His father, 
however, was a leading barrister and 
was ambitious for his son to follow in 
his footsteps, with the result that he 
refused to allow tlfe young man to 
forego his legal studies at the univer- 
sity. Roerich, however, was unwilling 
to abandon art, and in the autumn of 
1893 he enrolled in both the University 
of St. Petersburg to study law and in 


HF] E WAS born in St. Petersburg, 
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the Academy of Fine Arts to study 
painting. His career at both schools 
was brilliant. He passed his law ex- 
aminations with high honors and one 
of his paintings made while at the 
academy was purchased for an im- 
portant private collection, in which it 
was considered a singular distinction 
for an artist to have his works ap- 
pear. 

He abandoned the law to devote 
himself to art, at 
the same time win- 
ning recognition as 
aon archeologist, 
publishing impor- 
tant articles on 
Russian art and an- 
tiquities in the of- 
ficial publication of 
the Imperial Arche- 
ological Society. He 
spent a year study- 
ing in Paris and re- 
turned to Russia to 
become secretary 
to the Society for 
the Encouragement 
of Fine Arta. In- 
deed, in Russia he 
was beginning to 
be known not only 
as a painter, but as 
an active propa- 
gandist for all 
things artistic, and 
it was this interest ° 
in spreading the 
gospel of art that 
later led directly to

The in- 
stitute’s first home was a single room, 
rented in the parish house of a church 
on West Fifty-fourth street.

title of being an arithmo-maniac. 

In the past, psychologists have 
thought of the counting habit as being 
abnormal, because many patients suf- 
fering from mental diseases are slaves 
to a mania for counting. Patients with 
this compulsion to count lomg ago at- 
tracted the interest of science, be- 
cause their symptoms were conspic- 


| uous. 


Prof. Blachowski pointed qut that 
here, as in other domains, science at 
first occupied itself with extreme 
cases, and for a long time it escaped 
observation that arithmo-mania is 
merely an abnormal variation of the 
common impulse to count. 

Thirty years ago a French scientist, 
Ginestoux, reported to a society of 
anatomists and physiologists the 


atrange case of a young’ 


man who counted every let- 

ter in every phrase that 

came to his attention. This 

young man counted the let- 

ters in each sentence that 

he spoke, read, heard, wrote or 

thought. He had to, he explained: The 

counting began when he awoke in the 

morning and was kept up until he fell 
asleep at night. 

If any sentence was spoken to him, 

he could immediately announce the 
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number of letters it 
contained. 

He had been at 
this incessant men- 
tal occupation since 
the age of 10, but he 
told the scientist who 
investigated his case 
that he found his 
habit no ‘great bur- 
den. It did not pre- 

vent him from hglding a conversa- 
tion, réiding a book nor from mak- 
ing a living at his profession. 

He was a placid and intelligent 
young man, in spite of his arithmo- 
mania, and that is really the remark- 
able part of his case. For most indi- 
viduals who become saddied with the 
counting habit to the extent of inces- 
sant counting are no longer useful or 
contented members of society. 

Needless to say, an individual is not 
likely to succumb to a counting mania 
unless his mental health is in a pre- 
carious state from other causes. When 
Prof. Blachowski’s report was dfs- 
cussed at the International Congress 
of Psychology, Dr. Leonard Seif of 
Munich arose to suggest that mental 
patients who cannot resist counting 
are using this device in order to escape 
from the responsibilities of life. The 
neurotic wishes to escape from the 
tasks that face him. His relations with 
other people have become disturbed in 
some way, and so when he has to face 
responsibility or a task, he does some- 
thing else, usually something useless, 
such as counting, in order to evade his 


duty. 


66 NE of these cases,’’ the Ger- 
6 man psychiatrist explained, 
‘*s a lady who wants to be a 
magician, though this workaday plan- 
et is not arranged for magicians. 

“She has a magic number 13, and it 
is a wonderful number. It makes life 
work pleasantly for her. One day she 
fails in what she wishes to do, and 
the day is the thirteenth. Then she 
has to avoid everything connected with 
the thirteenth. It is no longer lucky, 
but unlucky.” 

Such a person has shifted the re- 
sponsibility of making decisions away 
from herself and placed the responsi- 
bility squarely on the turn of magic 
numbers. If she happened to count 13 
children playing ia a schoolyard, her 
apprehensions would be aroused. 
Something unpleasant would happen. 
If she then met a friend at the turn 
of the corner, her distorted imagina- 
tion would suggest that the 
friend wished to do her an evil and 
that she had been forewarned. And

so the entire life of such a person be- 
comes a maze of ritual counting and 
fears and expectations. 

“Nervous people,’’ said Dr. Seif, 
“live either in yesterday or tomorrow, 
but they miss the fall consecration to 
the present moment. It is not how 
long we live, but what we make of our 
life today.’’ 

But it is difficult even for the nor- 
mal person to give himself wholly to 
a present situation with other people, 
the psychiatrist continued. We have 
to adjust ourselves continually to 
other people, but while we talk we 
may be playing with a button on a 
coat or jingling coins in a pocket or 
counting the books on a desk. 


R. SEIF’S explanation of these 
) D et acts is that while we 

are ylelding to the social situa- 
tion and complying with all the re- 
quirements of our everyday world, we 
keep one small part of ourselves inde- 
pendently to ourselves. That small 
part of the personality which jingles 
or counts has retreated to what Dr. 
Seif calls a ‘‘safety island,’’ where it 
asserts its independence. 

Applying to normal life Dr. Seif's 
theory of why abnormal! people count, 
it appears that the average person who 
engages in arithmo-thymia is thereby 
filling up the mental vacuum which 
his brain would abhor by spending his 
time with thoughts that are painless 
and effortless. 

If he is counting fence posts he is 
not bothered by the letters he ought 
to write, nor the rent ‘bill, nor the 
embarrassing remark he made that 
morning. Nor, on the“dOther hand, is 
he solving any of the great and 
weighty problems of his universe. 

Perhaps when Prof. Blachowski goes 
deeper into the subject of arithmo- 
thymia, as he has promised to do, he 
will gather statistics on how much 
time the average arithmo-thymic 
spends at his avoc&tion, and whether 
this should be cultivated as beneficial 
menta] relaxation or condemned as in- 
nocuous desuetude. 

There are many forms of habits 
closely allied to the counting impulse 
which are also waiting for statistical 
studies and a complete explanation 
from science. The learned Dr. Samuel 
Johnson tapped with his cane against 
fence railings in Fleet street as he 
walked along, and {f he missed one he 
turned back and touched it. He also 
had the habit of counting his footsteps 
so that he might go out of a door with 
the same foot first. And counting 
footsteps, by the way, is still a more

HE great French 
architect, Le Cor- 
busier, has  con- 
ceived a plan fora 
new city that is 
like no city in the 
world today. It is 
not merely that Le 
Corbusier has de- 
signed a new type 
of building, or a new type of street 
or a block of buildings. He has swept 
everything aside. His plan is to the 
scale of 3,000,000 inhabitants. 

And he has worked it out to the last 
detail, so that even a mechanical 
sprinkling system is provided for the 
gardens in the suburban garden cities. 
His book, “The City of Tomorrow,”’ 
has just been published in translation. 
He even suggests how his project shall 
be financed so that it shall gradually 
replace the old city. His severest 
critica concede that in his plans logic 
has been carried to the last degree. 

Le Corbusier believes that the city 
of the present day is a source of the 
greatest danger. That it will bring 
about the decay of civilization. Bad 
air. Overcrowding. Traffic. Noise. 
Ugliness. And, as a result, exhaus- 
tion, disease, the slow decay and ulti- 
mate sterility of the city-dweller. Re- 
member, he says, that the modern city 
with its millions of inhabitants is only 
60 years old. And see what effect it 
has had already on the human organ- 
ism, he says. 

What he offers in its place is a city 
of glass and steel, set vertically in a 
great garden. His skyscrapers and his 
dwellings are ‘‘lungs,’’ sponges for the 
absorption of air so that the inhabi- 
tants may breathe. 


ed his theories and beliefs, he 
sketches the plan of his city. It 
would follow the gridiron plan, with 
streets running in straight lines at right 
angles to each other.

“Traffic running .on fixed rails,’’ he 
states, ‘‘is only justified if it is in the 
form of a convoy carrying an im- 
mense load; it then becomes a sort of 


extension of the underground system 


or of trains dealing with suburban 
traffic. The surface street car has no 
right to exist in the heart of the mod- 
ern city.’’ : 

Just beneath the level 
for heavy motorized traf- 
fic, two stories below the 
surface, that is, would be 
the first tube system, fol- 
lowing the two main axes 
of the city, leading to the 
four farthest points of the 
garden city suburbs and 
linking up with the met- 
ropolitan network. At 
the level immediately be- 
low this and again follow- 
ing the two main axes 
would run the one-way 
loop systems for suburban 
traffic and at a still low- 
er level the four great 
main lines carrying rail 
passengers east and weat, 
north and south. 

In the city proper there 
would be 24 skyscrapers 
of 60 stories each. Each 
would be capable of/ hous- 
ing 10,000 to 60,000 em- 
ployes. They would be 
built in the shape of a 
cross, with no _ internal 
courts or wells, each of- 
fice provided with great 
bay-windows. Le Corbu- 
sier would not add the 
decorative masonry, which, 
in the modern skyscraper, 
serves no purpose at all; they would 
be solely of steel and glass. 

Each skyscraper would be sur- 
rounded by an open space 2400 yards 
by 1500 yards, giving an area of 
$3,600,000 square yards to be occupied 
by gardens, parks and avenues. ‘In 
these parks, at the foot of and around 
the skyscrapers, would be the restau- 
rants and cafes, the luxury shops,

halls and so on; and here the parking 
places or garage shelters.’

ing a spectacle of order and vitality.’

There would be a second group of reai- 
dential blocks, built on what Le Cor- 
busier calls the ‘‘cellular system” with 
interior gardens alternating with liv- 
ing quarters. In this area 48 per cent 
of the ground would be open. For 
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comparison he adds that the average 
density to the acre of Paris in the 
heart of the town is 146, and of Lon- 
don 63, of the overcrowded quarters 
of Paris 213 and of London 169. 

On the left of the skyscrapers would 
be the great public buildings, the mu- 
seums, the municipal and administra- 
tive offices, and the “Great Park.’’ On

pie, slice your apples. Put in a layer 
of them.

HEN I went to

“ backed novels. iI 
expected a wilderness, thinly peopled 
with picturesque gray-beards, snow- 
bound and perilous with wild animals. 
I accompanied my husband to a re- 
mote homestead many miles from a 
civilized town. There, indeed, I found 
the last remaining vestiges of the old 
pioneer life, yet the reality was total- 
ly unexpected. 

My first months in the new coun- 
try were a strange mixture of the 
primitive and the modern. We lived 
in a log cabin, painfully reconstruct- 
ed by ourselves from an old barn; we 
made our own furniture, carried wa- 
ter from a spring some quarter of a 
mile distant, and conversed with no 
more than a handful of people over a 
period of six months. Yet a modern 
railroad led past our very door, a tel- 
ephone was within easy reach, and 
every few days an airplane whirred 
over the cabin roof. Our nearest 
neighbor, old Stuttering John, took my 
husband on moose hunts in the “‘jun- 
gie’’ and told us the ancient secrets 
of trapping, but in the long winter 
evenings he played the latest dance 
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records for us on his quite modern 
phonograph. Though we ate and rel- 
ished moose steaks, lynx hams and un- 
familiar wild berries, still it was a 
simple matter to stock our larder with 
fruits from California and any deli- 
cacy that the most epicurean city taste 
might demand. A nearby trapper-pros- 
pector, once famous for his dog teams 
and known as Musher Kelly, now com- 
mutes to his cabin from Anchorage by 
plane. True, there are great unex- 
plored areas still left in Alaska, but 
the frontier barriers are crumbling 
fast. I felt that Alaska was something 
of a disappointment, neither fish, flesh 
nor fowl. 

Then in April I went with my hus- 
band and a “sourdough” prospector 
into the jungles, to make an informal 
survey of a short-cut route to a min- 
ing property. We snow-shoed miles 
into the hills, using two huskies and a 
sled to carry our supplies. For a time 
we lived in a tiny cabin with a dirt 
floor, slept on hard bunks with fir- 
bough mattresses. Later we moved 
farther up and lived in tents or ‘‘si- 
washed it’’ under a tree. When the 
men were occupied, I explored the 
hills, hunted for ptarmigan or spruce 
hen, and added to my stock of nature 
lore. The ice-locked rivers and creeks 
and the blue Alaskan mountains by 
day, and the cascading Northern 
Lights by night, made me conscious 
at last of the “lure of the North’’ at 
which I had previously scoffed. The 
spring break-up afforded a real thrill, 
when tremendous ice blocks cracked 
and boomed like a glacier. and the 
sturdy fern leaves and kinnikinnick, 
or Hudson Bay tea, pushed through 
the rotting snow, and ducks appeared. 


HEN spring at last enabled 
W : to walk out to the rail- 

road without snowshoes, we 
moved to Wasilla, the terminus of 
the well-known Willow Creek min- 
ing district. This pleasant town, 
named for old Chief Wasilla, is en- 
circled by a chain of trout-filled lakes 
and protected from the colder weath- 
er I had known by a jagged series of 
richly-mineralized mountains. Good 
gravel roads lead through the fertile 
Matanuska farm lands, where vege- 
tables and berries of incredible propor- 
tion grow, and up to the mines 
through the canyon of the Little Su- 
sitna River, a gorge comparable in 
rugged loveliness with any in the 
Rockies. Nor did I have to mush

I re 
turned, and she 
talked to me 
again about 
‘knocking some- 
body in the 
head.

“The next time I went to her apart- 
ment, Parks was there. She told me 
I had to do it. I asked her why she 
wanted to kill him. She told me, ‘he’s 
no good,’ and offered me $600 again 
to get rid of him. She gave me a 
piece of lead pipe, and I walked with 
Parks through the park, but I just 
couldn't hit him. When I returned, 
Mrs. Powers was mad at me. 
“*You've just got to do it,’ Man- 


chester said Mrs. Powers urged him. 

“She said she was broke and needed 
money. She went to the pawnshop 
and got a pistol. She told me then 
that if I didn’t do it, she would. 

“I've spent money on you,’ he 
quoted Mrs. Powers as insisting. “She 
doubled the offer and told me she 
would give me $1000. It was a strange 
influence she had over me. She said 
if I wouldn't do it, she wanted to get 
someone else to do it. That night (the 
night of May 27) Parks asked me to 
go down to Water street with him to 
hijack a whisky car. I told him that 
I had a date in town and couldn't 
go. Mrs. Powers heard the conversa- 
tion and called me off to one side. 
‘You've got to go, Manchester,’ she 
said to me. ‘Now is your chance, and 
for God's sake don’t fetch him back. 
If you do we are both ruined.’ ”’ 


ANCHESTER continued: “I 
ex ready to g0, and we pre 
pared to leave about 8:30. 
Mrs. Powers gave us both a drink 
of wine. She had given me wine 
before, but this seemed stronger than 
the other. There must have been 
something in it. When we arrived 
down on Water street, Parks com- 
plained of being sleepy. He lay down 
and fell asleep, but soon a train passed 
on the tracks above us, and he woke 
up. I felt funny. I don’t remember 
a thing that happened after that. I 
remember hearing the report of a gun, 
and remember seeing the sparks flash 
—I wondered if I had killed Parks. I 
was nervous. I started to run, but I 
was so frightened I couldn't. I got a 
taxi and returned to Mrs. Powers’ 
apartment. 
“I handed Mrs. Powers the pistol 
and told her I had ‘done the job.’ She 
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kissed me and patted me on the 
back. She told me we would have 
plenty of money, and we'd never be 
broke. She said there would be more 
clothes for me, and said that ‘as soon 
as this blows over I want you to do 
it again for me.’ 

“Mrs. Powers told me to go to bed, 
that we'd never be suspected. But I 
couldn't sleep. I had visions of the 
officers coming for me. Gentlemen, I 
did it and I’m sorry. I wouldn’t have 
done it for anything in the world. 
Please have mercy/on me and give me 
another chance.” 

Substantially, he repeated this ac- 
count at the trial of Mrs. Powers. 

Sheriff J. R. Hicks testified that the 
defendant had confessed plotting 
Parks’ death. 

“She told me,” he said, “that on 
the night of the murder the boys went 
out and Manchester later returned, 
saying, ‘I got him.’ She said she put 
away the pistol, and we found it 
locked in her room, covered with a 
bathrobe.”’ 

A pawnbroker testified that Mrs. 
Powers had obtained a large pistol in 
a trade for a small one, four days be- 
fore the killing. The insurance agent 
told of writing the policy. 

Mrs. Powers, her only witness, was 
helped to the stand. Turning to the 
jury, she denied having confessed 
and went on in her little voice: 

“Mr. James Parks came to me to 
help him finish his education at Mer- 
cer. I did not feel able to do this, but 
he said he would work and pay me 
back if he lived. After several days 
he made the proposition of taking out 
insurance to reimburse me in case of

his death. At the time the insurance 
was taken out it was the understand- 
ing between us that it was taken out 
{o secure whatever he owed me at the 
time of his death. After 1 had been 
paid what was due me, the bal- 
ance of the proceeds was to go to his 
people. All I claim under the insur- 
ance is what Mr. Parks owed me at 
the time of his death, together with 
what premiums I have paid. 

‘“‘A young man by the name of Man- 
chester came to me for work. He said 
he was capable of driving a car and 
taking care of any make of car, or 
doing any work. He and Mr. Parks 
quarreled almost all the time they 
were together. During a conversation 
between them, Mr. Parks made some 
remark about his insurance, and Mr.

Janovich, who directs the activi- 
ties of the Cheka in Southern Eu- 
rope. 

While she was fully aware that 
the stolen code would reach Rus- 
sia in due time, she was haunted 
by the fear that, her services be- 
ing no longer required, she would 
be murdered by Soviet agents. 


ER latest move, which 
JH erves in disappointment, 

—™ was to seek an asylum in 
England. It was just a short 
time ago that she left this city 
for London. No sooner had she 
landed on British soil than she 
ran afoul of Scotland Yard. 

And the Intelligence Branch of 
the famous British police or- 
ganization, unknown to all the 
chancellories of Europe, knew 
more about the woman and her 
activities than did the agents of 
Italy, France, Poland, Russia and 
even her own Yugo-Slavia.

Upon his arrival in the Italian 
capital, according to advices re- 
ceived here, he was secretly tried 
by the Italian Foreign Office and 
was ordered exiled to the Island 
of Ustica, in the Mediterranean. 
Whether or not he will be sum- 
moned before another court and 
tried for treason is still to be de- 
termined. Such a trial would mean 
but one thing—the firing squad. 

As a result of the scandal, Sig- 
nor Mussolini made a clean sweep 
of those attached to the Italian 
Embassy in Berlin. Everyone, 
from Ambassador Marescotti 
down, was summarily dismissed.

Throughout all these mental 
stunts and habits there runs a 
thread of the deep-rooted human 
affinity for magic and supersti- 


tion. Also, as Prof. Blachowski 
has pointed out, there is a feeling 
of satisfaction which arises from 
setting things in perfect order 
and acting in a precise or rhyth- 
mical way. 

These desires, apparently, are 
not satisfied by our daily work 
and amusements, and so 54 per 
eent of us—in America, no doubt, 
as in Poland—have arithmo-thy- 
mia as a more or less regular 
hobby.
